MATTER I — JNTKODl’CTHiN 

HKOGJiAPUlCAL. 


The Manipur State li<;s between latitude 23°7 O' and ‘27 n dO' north and 
longitude Ohio' and OHIO' east, and is bounded on the north by the 
Naga Hills, on the east by Burma, on the south by the Chin Hills 
( Burma ) and the Lusliai Hills and on the west by Caehar. The area 
of the Statu is square miles, sonic 700 of which form the central 

valley of Manipur, which is inhabited by Meiteis, Manipuri Mnsalnmns, 
Jjois, foreigners and some Nagas, such as Kabuis, Marines, etc. '1 he 
remaining' area of over 7/«'3S square miles consists of mountainous and 
bill} country inhabited by Magas, Jvukis and other hill tiibes. 

'I’he \ alley is about 2,(i()0 feet above sea-level with di ainage from north 
to south. In the hill ana the highest mountains rise to nearly 10,(00 
feet above sea-level. 


The principal ri\ers in the State are the lmphal and the Barak. Of 
these the former with its tributaries drains the valley, the hills inline liatelv 
surrounding it and the southern hills, and the latter the noilhein and 
western lulls. The lmphal river Hows through the Chiu Hills and the 
Kale valley into the Chindw in Kiver • the Barak liivcr flows through 
Caehar and the Surma valley into the lower Brahmaputra. 


The valley of Manipur is dotted with lakes and marshes, 
whieli dry up in the hot weather. Some of the larger lakes, 
retain water throughout the >t.ar, the hugest being the Lokta

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EE VENUE. 

The Revenue of the State during the war yea rs was inflated owing to 
the conditions then prevailing and the receipts accruing from the Manipur 
Maintenance Organisation, it is, therefore, of little use to (juote a quin- 
quennial average as has been done in provious years. In the year undor 
report the revenue reached its poak and amounted to Its. 83,1 t,530. At 
the end of the year invested balances totalled Rs. .33,117,000. The joar 

was particularly notable in that II. M. the King Emperor was graciously 

pleased to remit the annual tribute Rs. 50, 000 in recognition of the 
State’s part in the war, a recognition which was appreciated to the 'full 
by the people of Manipur. 

GENERAL. 

• 

The year under report saw the successful termination of the A; R. M. 
organisation. It is appropriate to place on record the deep debt of 

gratitude which the Darbar owe to J)r. Bor aud Mr. Butter for the 

magnificent help which those ofliccrs gave to the State in administering 
this scheme for Government assistance. Without their help the State, and 
particularly the Hill areas, could never have come through the chaos 
created in Manipur by the war or returned to peaceful enjoyment of 
their lands as rapidly as they have done. 

With the termination of hostilities and the departure of the army from 
the Slate, the \asb problem of the payment of compensation for houses 
which had boon destroyed in Imphal area by allied troops fell to he dealt 
with. Arrangements were made with the Lands and Hirings Service to 
deal with such claims which totalled some 25,<K)0 and it is sincerely 
hoped that the system for cheek and for the submission of claim which 
has been introduced with the agreement of that service will enable pay- 
ments to be made expeditiously. 

The year under report saw the termination of the Manipur Maintenance 
Organisation and the handling of essential commodities was entrusted to 
authorised agonts. A system of Local Committees for each Leikai was 
inaugurated by which these committees are made responsible for the distri- 
bution of the local quota among the house holders in the Leikai. On 
the whole this systom has worked woll and it is believed that available 
supplios of kerosine, cloth, salt, aud yarn are disrtibuted as fairly as is 
possible. 

In the Hills Mr. Shaw held charge of the Ukhrul Sub-division and 
Mr. Meuzies of the Tamenlong Sub-division. Recovering as the Hill areas 
wore from the effects of the war, it was not possible to inaugurate any 
new administrative reforms worthy of note. The Hill peoples themselves 
sbowod a commendable aptitude to settle down to tlioir old life after the 
upheaval of the war years. There is however little doubt that the increase 
in the circulation of money on tho Ilills has made the younger men 
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dissatisfied with the old conditions under which a bare lhelihood could 
be obtained from Jlium cultivation and this is relleeted iu the increasing 
desiro to settle to wet rice cultivation and a more securo existence. The 
State is making every effort to meet this by granting permission for new 
villages where wet rice can be developed and particularly among tho 
Kukis a large number have alroady left the interior hills and settled iu 
such areas as the Khuga ami Cliakpi valleys. 

THE RULING FAMILY. 

During the period under report H. II. the Maharaja of Manipur was 
on tour for LOO days visiting VVangu, Kakohing, Papan, Moirang, Bishen- 
pur, Pallel, Manipur Road, Delhi, War-affected villages of Ukhrul area 
and Shillong. 

His Highness attended the meeting of tho annual session of the Chamber 
of Princes during the period, at Delhi. 

His Highness visited the. Wur-aflooted areas of Litau, Lambui, Ukhrul, 
Khangkhui, Nungsang, Mullen, Kasom-Khulen, Khonglo, Waiphei, Makiang 
Mambasi, Cbatsat, Singlet, H undung, Maku, Nun gam Eamkhai otc. 

On the collapse of Germany pompous Victory unfurled the Victory 
Flag: the Victory Celebration lasted for four, days to-gether, the principal 
items being Prayers, Feeding the poor, Religious procession, Horse race, 
Dancing by Jlillmen, Fire works of the Army, lllmuiiialions, Manipur 
Hockey, Cycle Polo of Maharaja’s team Vs. Brig. Officer’s team, Hockey, 
Manipuri Dancing, Boat race. 

Dining the peiiod under report H. IS. the Governor of Assam visited 
Manipur State and was entertained with Boat Race etc. 

On the Victory of the Allies over Japan there were another V ( J ) 
Celebrations lasting for three days followed by unfurling Flag, Football, 
Distribution of sweets to the School hoys and girls, Religious procession 
at the Palace and Dances on the barge at Palace Moat accompanied 
with grand Fire works of the Army.

Sale cases in respect of 27,502 defaulting estates were iust ituted in order 
to loalise Its. 1,00,130,-. Of this amount Its. 83,591/- was realised before 
the date of sale and Its. 13,572/- by sale, Its. 25,01-7/- being remitted as 
irrecoverable. Luring the year sale cases in respect of 10,027 estates wore 
disposed of and eases in respect of 7,035 remained pending. 

Land Settlement Cases for disposal numbered 35,312. Of this 11,810 wen' 
linishod and 23, ‘Khi remained pending The figures of case work are given 
in Appendices IV.

CIVIL POLICE. 

Mr. G. A. Webster. 1. )\, Superintendent of Police, Manipur State held 
the charge of the Ci\il Police Department from the beginning of the year 
under review up to 21-10-45 and Air. E. F. Lydall, I. C. S., President, 
Manipur State Darbar from 21-10-15 to 5-11-45 and Mr. F. F. Pearson, 
M. 14. E., I. P. S., President, Manipur State Darbar from 5-11-45 up to 
the end of the year. 

Inspite of the sanction of the reorganisation scheme tho strength were 

upto 30-5)- 15, 1 Inspector, 4 Sub- Inspectors, 8 Asst. Sub- Inspectors, 1 Station 
writer and Pound keeper and G7 Constables in the permanent establishment, and 
2 Sub- Inspectors, 12 Asst. Sub-Inspectors, 4 Literate Constables and 4 Consta- 
bles in the temporary establishment. From 1-1<M5 the reorganisation scheme was 
worked out and the sanctioned strength were accordingly increased to 
1 Inspector, 5) Sub-Inspector-., 21 Asst. Sub-Inspectors, t Station writers 
and 5) Head Constables, and ‘.Hi Constables. Several temporary Police stall 
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were then retrenched and the discharged oilicers and men wens absorbed 
in the reorganised permanent establishment. Besides tliese, tliero Was a 
temporary Price Control Police stall' of 4 A. S. L.s and 4 P. C.s which was 
later on reduc al to - A. S. I.s and 2 P. C.x from 1-4-40 

Tiioro was also a sanctioned strength of ‘238 village Chowkidava ( 10 of 
them in Jiribam) gi\ing a ratio of Poliee, including village Ohowkidars, 
to population of 1 to ‘.>281). 

There were Police Stations — one at Imphal, ync at Tboubal, one at 
Bishonpur, one at Ma) aug-lmphal and another at Jiribam. In addition to 
the out-posts at AJao and Pallel, a third ont-post was opened at Kangpokpi 
from 29-l()-4o to facilitate better controlling over traffic on 1)-M Road. 
Tlireo temporary Police out-posts— one at Buri -bazar, one at Lamsang and 
another at Sawombung and Ningol successively wore opened for nearly 5 
months to suppress crimes which rose high by November and December, 
11)45 and which formed a public panic, indeed the scheme of Ihese temporary 
out-])osts was ell'ecti ve and it was with tlic help of these out-posts that 
crime coukl be brought back to normal condition.

JUDICIAL. 

Judicial Department ol the State comprises, within its fold, the Chief 
Court, the Clieirap Courts, the Sadar Pancbayet Courts, the Court of 
Mauzadar, Jiribam and 13 Rural Panehayets. The Chairman, Chief Court, 
is the head of the department and in the year muling 30th June, 10 10, 
Sjt. Kamakhya Ram Borooah, 13. L , held oiliee as Chairman, Chief Court. 

During the lirst eleven months in the year under report the number 
of courts discharging judicial functions remained the same as before, liut 
with effect from the 1st of June, J04<>, the Cheirap Court and the Sadar 
Pancbayet Court were split up so that now there are two Clieirap and 
two Sadar Pauohayet Courts, which are designated First and Second Courts 
of the Clieirap and Sadar Panchayet. Sjt. O. Tliambal Singh, 13. L., and 
Sjt. Y. Chaoba Singh with Sjt. O. Yiladhwaja Singh as President form the 
Cheirap 1st Court and Sjt. M. K. Tikendradhwaja Singh and Sjt. II. Angouha 
Singh, B. A., with Sjt. Kh. Nongyai Singh as President constitute the Chei- 
rap Second Court. The Sadar Panchayet 1st Court is presided over by 
Sjt. Ng. Syamkishore Singh and includes tuo other members, \iz. Sjt. Th. 
Madhumangol Singh and Sjt. A. Boudharnam* Singh while Sjt. Koireng Siu<.h 
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as President and Sjt;. H. lboongoyaima Singh, B. A., and Sjt. A. Tombi 
Singh as members form the 2nd Court. 

Both the* Cheirap Courts exercise concurrent jurisdiction with the same 
powors as were vested in the original Cheirap Court. But for the sake of 

convenience the Cheirap 1st Court tries the cases of the territories lying 
east of the Imphal river while the Second Court usually tries the eases 
of the places to the west of the river. Similar are the arrangements in 
the case of the new Sadar Panehayet Courts also. 

The proposals for the reform of Rural Panchayets are pending consi- 

deration of the Darbar. Realisation of the fines by the Rural Panchayets 
has shown a satisfactory progress in the year under report. 

Sjt. S. Kharaba Singh, Member of the Sadar Panehayet Court, retired 
from service on j-!l-4i» and in his place Sjt. A. Tombi Singh, OlVg. Head 

Clerk of the Palace Ollire, \\;e appointed in officiating capacity. lie is 

still holding the post. 

lii the Chief Court, Sjt. R. lx. Jlhaskor Singh, .Judge, took leave for 

<t months with pay from 1-5-40 and in his place. Sjt. A. lhoongotomeha 

Singh, B. L., has been ollieiating as a Judge of the Court. 

The Chief CourL sat on 2 ID days in the year. 

During the year Sjt. Kamahhya Ram Borooah, B. L., Chairman, vent 
out on tour on 1 days, Sjt. R. K. Bhaskor Singh on 4 days, Sjt. Baireu- 
mayiim Hioongohal Singh, B. L., on 9 days and Sjt. A. [hoongulonicha 

Singh, B. L., on 2 'days. 

This year the Bishenpur' Panehayet functioned in a temporary shed as 
the court building was demolished as a result of enemy attack in Manipur. 
Mahon icdan Panohayel also carried on their work in a prixate house till 

J 7-4- Kl and since then they were sitting in the Mahomedan L. P. School 
at Lilong with permission granted by the B. M. Sanction of P. M. S. 1) 
for provision of funds for the construction of the two houses has been 
sought for. 


JAIL 


There is only one Jail ill the State, it is at Imphal. It was opened 

in 189:2 and has a capacity of •' J' >0 male prisoners and Jo female prisoners. 

in the year under report Sjt. Sougaijain Somorendra Singh, B.A., Darbar 
Member, held charge. 

The Jail stall' consist of 1 Jailer, I Asst. Jailers, 1 Chief Head Warder, 
4 Head Warders, 4 Senior Warders, 27 Warders and 10 Temporary Winders 
and 4 other ser\ aula. 

The number of prisoners remaining fiom the. pre\iuus year was 1AG 
male convicts, 7<* male undcrtrials, 12 male lunatics and four female 
lunatics.

During the year under report Sjt. A. Ibolomeha Singh, B. A., D. L., held 
charge of this Department upto 8-5-40 and the oharge for the rost of the 
period was under Sjt. M. Kadhamohan Singh, B. A. 

During the year the Department dealt solely with Textilo distribution and 
maintenance of Textile controlled orders with a small stall consisting of 4 
Olerks including Sjt. V. Nilamaui Singh as a Head Clerk. 

The total drawal from the State was Its. 28,06,179-8-9 against which a 
sum of Ks. 29,15,172-7-8 was credited to the State. After JJOth June, 1940 
a sum of Ks. 07,877-14-2 was also credited to the State. This amount was 
purely the sale proceeds for the goods paid by this Department during the 
year under report. So this Department has brought to the State a protit 
of Its. 1,17, 170-1 :i J only.

TKBSS. 

Sjt. M. Kadhamohan Singh, K. A., Offg. Darbar Member, and Sjt. 
L. Copai Sinsili, D. A., continued to be in oharge. of the State Tress as 
its Memher-iu-eharge, and Superintendent respectively throughout the year. 

The Tress had one double-demy cylinder printing machine and various 
other machine-, for cutting, ruling, paging and perforating. To meet increasing 
demands, arrangements were made for acquiring one platen printing machine, 
two type- writers, one high-spaed duplicator and one electric starting motor 
and for enlarging the stair as well. 

This report, the State budget, books, forms and other requirements for 
State departments wore printed, as usual, at the State Tress. 55,000 copies 
of various text books and court feo stamps worth more than Us. 2,00,000 
were also printed. Besides, additional works for the A. K. M., the .National 
War Front, the Small Savings Scheme oto., had to be done at short notices. 
Moreover, outside linns who used to supply ruled paper for making blank 
books at the State Tress in pre-war diys failed to do so. Consequently, 
the State Tress managed with its own ruling machine to rule all the 
blank books for State depaitmeuts. 

Despite the shortage of machinery and other requisites ( being foreign 
made ) the Tross increased its output by intensive working and increasing 
working hours : the machine and binding sections Worked from 8-60 a. m. 
on all woek days. 

The sale proceeds of books supplied by the State Tress amounted to 
about Ks. 10,000. 
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FORESTRY. 

Cliargo : — Sreejut Arambam Iboongototneha Singh, B. A., B. L., Member, 
Manipur Slate Durbar, continued to hold charge of the Forest De- 
partment up to the 7th May, 19-10 and Sreejut Waikhom Ohaoba 
Singh, B. A., Member, Manipur Slate Durbar took charge of this 
Department with effect from the 8th May, 1940 and continued to 
hold charge of it up to the end of this linancial year. Sjl. Aram- 
bam Jboougotoinelia Siugh was on tour for 2G days and Sjt. 
Waikhom Ohaoba Singh was on tour for G days. 

It., continued 
to hold charge of the post of the State Forest Officer in his offi- 
ciating capacity throughout the year under report, lie was on tour 
for 0 I- days. 

Sreejut Moirangthem Gunamani Singh continued to hold charge 
of the Jirimukh Range Olliee in his officiating capacity as Range 
Officer for the period from 1-7- to to 25-9-15 and from 29-2-40 to 
30-0-40 and Sreejut Ngairengbani Shamo > Singh was in. charge of 
this office in his officiating capacity as Range ollicer for the period 
from 20-9- 1-5 to 28-2-40.

Tho State iLheries lie mostly in the southern half of the valley. 
They number nearly four hundred and raugo from small village fisheries 
to extensive ones. Those are under the control of the President, Manipur 
Stato Darbar. Particulars about the incomo made to the State during the 
year under report from fishery Auction Sale are given in Appendix XXXV, 
Miscellaneous Collection.

5,- a year on each male adult foreigner who stays in 
the State more than a week. Grazing fees are levied at the rate 
of H-s. 1/1/- per year for each buffalo and As. -/12 /- for each 
head of cattle owned by foreigners. Officials on duty and distin- 
guished visitors am exempted from payment of Foreigners’ Tax, vide 
D. 11. No. 15 of 29-5-10. 

The year opened with an arrear demand of He. 4,810/9/-. Tho 
current demand was Its. t, 115/4/- as against H-s. 3,732/12/- of tho 
previous year. The total demand was therefore He. 8,955/13/. 

During tho year Hs. 2,520/1/- of the arrear demand and He. 3,797'/- 
of the current demand in all Ks. G, 317/1/- were collected as against 
Hs. 4,335/8/- collected in the previous year. The total amount 
remitted in the year under report was He. 1,518/8/-. 

income Tax and Trading Licence Feos — Income Tax is levied from 
both foreigners and State Subjects. Trellis are reckoned on the 
turn-over of the assossoos and Income' Tax is levied on the profits 
so calculated at the rates in force in British India. Trolils are 
assumed at 20// of the total proceods of tho annual transaction. 
Trading Licence Foes are chargeable on tho Foreigners’ Trading 
in the State at 11s. 25/- and Hs. 10/- a year according to the 
size of the business in addition to any income tax payable. Trading 
Licence fees for a year are payablo within the same year. 


Tho year opened with an arrear demand of Hs. 5.55,607/8/3.

The fees realised on account of registration of deeds during the year 
amounted to Rs. 22,000/.')/- in stamp, inclusive of land sale fee, court fee, 
duplicate copy fee, judgment copy fee, fees for unclaimed deeds and visit 
fee. The corresponding figure for the previous year w as its. 10,020,3/-. 

During the year 1,227 registration miscellaneous eases were tiled to the 
Hegistration Member. Of these 870 were disposed of and 307 remained 
ponding. 120 Registration visit cases, to be effected at private houses, were 
filed and all of them were disposed of by the Sub-ltegistrar. 17 appeals 
were tiled to the Registration Member against the orders of the Rural 
Ranchayets. Of these 10 were disposed of and 7 remained pending. 

It may be noted in this connection that the number of deeds submitted 
for registration and disposed of and the number of miscellaneous eases liled 
and disposed of and the amount received as registration fees etc- are all 
record figures which were never attained before in this Department- 

R K( 1 ISTnATION OK VEHICLES. 

A tax is imposed on all bicycles and tricycles at the rate of Rs. -'»/- 
and Rs. 3/- respectively. This tax is renewable at the commencement of 
each financial year. Rut persons registering now cycles after the 3 1 si December

2 were tricycles and 1-0 cycles were cancelled for various reasons. The 
total number of the registered cycles at the end of the year was 12,377).

The collection of 
this tax is undertaken by the Registration Department. The Political Agent 
in Manipur is the Registering Authority of all motor \ chicles iu the State.

Tho vaccination stall' consisted of 1 inspector, 1 Sub-Inspector and 
19 vaccinators. 

Hospital at Chiugmeirong was re-opened on the 1 1th J uuo, 
1040 afternoon. 

I, 12,371 outdoor and 1,100 indoor patiouts were treated during the year 
against 00,900 and 3,142 respectively of the last year. 

105 major and 1,765 minor operations wore performed during tho year 
against 79 aud 958 respectively of the last year. 

222 delivery aud 5 antenatal cases were attended by the Lady doctors, 
Nurses aud Midwives during tho year including Hill. 

218 Anti-Rabio cases were troatod during the year. This involved a 
heavy expenditure. Each treatment costs Rs. 0/4/- for anti-rabic vaccine 
•only. 

II, 305 primary and 0,241- re-vaccination were performed during the year 
as against 8,290 and 9,277 respectively of tho last year. 

There were outbreaks of Cholera but no Small-Pox during the year.

Imphal Civil Hospital has been provided with an ambulance van by 
tho State which has doue very useful work. 

The figure of delivery cases showm are mostly attended in private 
quarters. Very few' delivery cases come to Civil Hospital. More antinata 
work is necessary and it is being impressed with tnidwivos and lady doctors 

Tho Juiphal Ci\il Hospital had no nurse during the period. Out 

nurse was sent out for training at Dacca and has returned after appearing 
in tho examination, recently.

( b ) Burra : — Among tho Equine' thero were 10 deaths of tho disoaso duriug 
the year under report as against 2 during the previous year. This disoaso 
was diagnosed microscopically. 

( c ) Anthrax : — Ono Polo-pony died of this disease at Laishangthem 
Leikai ( Imphal ) us against nil during the previous year. 

( d ) Black-quarter : — This disease was reported from 1 places as against • 
. 5 places during the last year. 29 Bovinos died as against 35 during tho 
previous year. 

• (o) Binder -pest : — This disease was continuing from the previous year 
( i.e. 19-14-15) and prevailed up to the end of Sept. 1915. 82 • animals died 
of this disease duriug the year as against 953 during the previous year. 

(f) Foot and m mth disease: — This diseise was continuing up to the 
end of September, 1945 from tho previous year. It again broke out iu tho 
middle part of March, 1940 and prevailed more or less throughout tho 
yoar. Ill deaths wore reported by touring stalls and village Uhoukidars 
as against nil during tho previous year, aniougst tho old and debilitated 
animals and calves. 

( g ) Fowl Cholera : — This disoaso broke out in the veterinary compound 
and 5 fowls died of this disoaso duriug the yoar as against nil during 
the previous year. 

( h ) Other sources which are not of contagious nature : — 124 deaths- 
uero reported by village Choukidars as against 217 deaths during the pre- 
vious year. There might be many more deaths which were not reported. 
Table No. 2 : — It shows tho summary of tho result of pre.eutivo inoculation, 
(a) Kinder- Pest : — During the yoar under report 82 cattle died before 
inoculation was held. This disease was reported from 3 villages. 1,805- 
Bovinos were inoculated with Anti- Binder-Pest serum alone method. As the 
result of it the disease could not spread out any more. 

( b ) Black-Quarter : — This disease w r as reported from 1 places during 
tho year. 29 JPovines died of the disoase as against 35 during tho previous 
year. 289 Bovines were inoculated with Sero-Vaceine Method as against 
177 during the previous yoar and tho disoaso .subsided. 

( c ) Anthrax : — This disease broko out at Loishangthom Leikai. Ono 
polo pony died. 13 Contact Equine were inoculated with Scrum Alone 
Method aud the disease was brought under control. 
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( d ) Fowl cholera : — This disease prevailed at the Veterinary Compound 
and 9 fowls were inoculated with Sero Vaccine Method as against nil 
during the previous year ; and the diseaso subsided. 

Table No. 3 : — Showing tho number of animals which was treated and 
castrated on tour during tho year. The number of animal treated against 
contagious was 213, non-contagious 115 and castration 54. Tho total num- 
ber came up to 2,301 as against 753 in the last year.

3. 39(5 majors and 37 minors were operated during the year under 
report as against SO majors and 29 minors during the previous year. 

4. 13 Surra cases were reported from 4 places during the yoar under 
report as against 10 during the previous year. They were treated with 
Anlripol Vet and cured except 3 due to negligonco of the owners. 

5. During tho yoar under report I think that the cattle diseise was not pro- 
perly reported by the village Choukidars. 

(5. During the yoar under report 3 dogs were given prophylactic treat- 
ment against rabies.

10 Madrass is, r l'he t dal number of teachers f >r all these schools was- 
2 1 1, including 0 Matriculates, l.S Miulvis and d Sanskrit Pandits. 

Puddings of some schools having been destroyed or occupied during 
tho recent operations, those schools had to carry on in hired private houses. 
The State is reconstructing or repairing school house* vvh *re no •«*•*<, iry. 

l T . P. Schools: — The 3 U. P. Schools are locat'd in Implul and provide 
for the education up to class ] V of children who have passed the State 
Ij. P. Scholarship Examination. During the year 211 children sat for the 
State U. P. Scholarship Examination and 187 cone out suec •s'd'ul. 

Boys’ 1 .. P. Schools : — Of the 70 boys’ L. P. Schools Id are located in 
Imphal area, 5 in Jiribam and the rest in the villages. During the year 
1, ()0(> candidates sat fur the State Ij. P. Scholarship Examination and Odd 
come out successful. 

Girls' L. P. Schools : — There were 877 girls on the rolls of the 5 
girls’ ]j. P. Schools during the year under report and out^of i t candidates 

who took tho State L. P. .Examination 20 came out successful. 

Tols : — The three State Tols arc aililiatcd to the As-am Sanskrit Board 
and teach up to tho title standard of that Board. During the year the 

centre at Imphal presented 44 candidates at the Board’s d Examinations. 
( Adya, Madhya and U pud hi ) and 12 came out successful. 

Education in Ij. P. Schools is freo hut not compulsory yet. 

M. E. Schools : — During the year 2 M. E. Schools i. o. tho Nambol 
M. E. School and tho Fai/.ia M. E. Madrassa continued to function. Doth 
arc aided Schools aud receive a grant of Its. 40,- a month each, from 1 

the State. The Xambol M. E. Scho >1 had 4 teachers and 21 d pupils in 

its rolls and ‘Kai/.ia M. E. Madrassa 2 Muslim teachers and (><> pupil.*, on 
its rolls, during the year under report. 

There is another School viz. the Canehipur Polytochnical School which 
has not vet reached, but which is expected to reach in due course High 
School standard. This School provides for training in such technical sub- 

jects as Dying, Weaving, Carpentry, Dance, Mridanga, Basket making, 
Embroidery etc. The School had during the year, 10 teachers including 
0 technical instructors. It had 503 pupils on its rolls as against 382 for 

fclio previous year, average attendance being 88*07%. 
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ri if*li Schools : — t High Schools — the Johnstone High School, the Clm- 
rachund High School, the Tombisna High Soho »1 and the Tamphasna 
Uirls’ High School wore in operation during the year under report, the latter 
2 Schools being reopened in 11145. The Johnstone High School and the 
Tamphasna High School have been taken over as State Schools with oll'eot 
from 1st June, 11)40. 

Johnstone High School : — During the year the Johnstone High School 
moved back into its own buildings now released by the occupying army. 
The School continued to be managed by a committee of 5 members with 
the Political Agent as the Chairman. The School continued to receive an 

annual grant of Its. 7000/-, G00/- and GO)/- from the Manipur State, the G >vern- 
ment of India and the Government of Assam respectively, as also 2 special 
lump grants from the Governments of India and Assam, by way of Dear- 
ness Allowance to the school’s employees. During the year, following an 

increase in the school’s enrolment, the strength ol‘ the staff had to ho 

increased to 15 — 1 M. A., 5 11. A.’s, 2 11. Se.’s, 8 l. A.’s and 1 Matricu- 

lates. Out of 27 candidates who took the Matriculation Examination, 22 
passed and out of GDI wh » took the. School’s Annual Examinations, 80S 
passed. The total enrolment was 418, average daily attendance being 
9085 p. c\ 

( 'hurachaiul High School : — During the year, the (!. (1, High School had 
17 teachers including 1 M- A., 1 D. Sc. and 8 11. A.’s. Out of 038 candi- 
dates who took the School’s Annual Examination 5 47 passed and out of 

17 who took the Matriculation Examination 10 passed. The school conti- 
nued to he managed by a committee of 5 members including 2 Darbar 
nominees and received, as in previous years, a grant of U«. 1,000/- from 
the State. This grant was increased by 40 p. e. as a temporary measure 
in view of the then hard conditions. The school received a Hill Capita- 
tion grant in addition. The school’s daily average attendance was tDD 77. 

Tombisna High School : — The Tombisna High School was reopened, after 
a long period of closure, on 27-1-45 at Uripok and moved hack into its 
own house on 1-8-40. The School is managed by a committee of 7 members 
including 2 Darbar nominees and is staffed by 18 teachers including 4 Graduates 
-and 2 under graduates. The School received a grant of HslOO/- a mouth 
from the State.

The Tamphasana Girls’ High School : — The Tamphasana Girls’ High School 
rooponod after 3 years of closuro on 5-3-45.

•continued to manage the school with the Maharajah of Manipur as its 
patron. The monthly grant of Hs. 150/- was renewed with 40% increase 
by way of Dearness Allowance, from the date of the school's reopening.

Hills. 

Education in the hills was seriously interfered with by the Japanese intrusion 
of 1944 and most of the schools re >pened after the army had withdrawn 
in 1944. Things however seem to have fast returned to normal since. 
The hill schools have come into closer relationship with the valley schools

( 1 ) Kangclmpkhul, ( 2 ) Kagolband, ( ft ) Wangkhei Leikai, ( f ) Kei- 
sham thong and ( 5 ) Wahengbam Leikai. There were 255 house connec- 
tions before the war of which 85 connections only were left in working 
order. As soon as the Board took over the charge, they arranged to 
restore all (j. T. lines to their original positions as quickly as possible 
and gavo L50 house connections in months. At the close of the \ ear 
under report time wero 225 house connections altogether. 

Owing to want of suitable and new materials, some of the above bourn 
connections have been made in temporary measure with old salvage materials 
available and returned by the Army So they do not conform the go\ em- 
inent specification of electricity. But they will be improved and 
brought to the standard type gradually when new and approved types of 
materials will bo available. 

As there are no suitable tools, stock of materials and workshop, the 
maintenance of the scheme is being carried out with great dillieulty. There 
was no failure of light during the period.

A Git] CULTURE. 

Tho Department was a new Department established towards the end of 
March, of the year under report- Sroejut Waikhom Ohaoln Singh, B. A., 
Darbar Member, held charge of tho Department as Agricultural Member 
and Mr. I). M. Sen Gupta, B. Ag. ( Bombay ), Assistant Deputy Director 
of Agriculture of Assam who -was lent by the Government for the benefit 
of the State was Agricultural Officer of this Department up to the mid of 
the year under report. 

During tho year 1!) 1 5- 1*0 the Agricultural Officer was on tour for 5(1 
days and visited many phees. During April, 10 of tile ) ear under report 
the Agiieultural Officer in consultation with the Agricultural Mombei 
established one experimental Agricultural Farm on the slope of the Aclmmbi- 
IvC'i — Mongjam Hill. A block of land was eleuvd up and the land nauli 
tit for cultivation. Seeds and plants were procured from Assam and 
planted over then*, and only a small stall’ was engaged to start with. 
During Ma\, Id of the year under report the inhabitants of Keitlielmanbi 
Gra/.ior’s Village wore allowed to cultivate some 15 Baris of land ly ing> 
within the Military vegetable Harm of the said village t > serve as a test 
of the quality of the soil. The required paddy seeds were supplied by 
the Agricultural Department on an agreement with the villager-, that til* ‘_y 
would return the seeds with another 50 J’houdoi ( interest ) in the 
next harvest. 

During the \ear under report ten military houses on the slope of 
A chain hikei-. Mongjam Hill were purchased for the Stall’ of the experimenta 
Harm, which was expected to increase. A big truck, a type-w l iter and othm 
ollieo furniture wen 1 also purchased for the ns- * of the Department. Out 
1*. Chaoha singli, D. Ag (Mysore), was also sent out for Gaining in liuliar 
Diary Diploma from the budget of this Department. Bor the year uudei 
report the State granted a sum of Ds. 1,15, 55<*/- for running the Department 
out of which a sum of Us. 1 5,255/ 10,- was expended. 

Tho Department being a new one, the main work during tho porio< 
was directed in nuking Studies and Surveys of the Vgricultural condition am 
problems with a view to make a detailed plan and programme of worl 
for the following years.
